Bureau of Inspectors of Public Offices Decides 
Against Appropriating Water 
Works Money. 


A NEW 
ORDINANCE WILL

T h a t council has no legal rig h t to 
appropriate any of the money accum u 
lated by th e w a ter w orks d ep artm en t 
to the general running expenses of the 
city has been m aintained by th e Nows 
Review 
e v er 
since the c o n tro v e rt / 
started reg ard in g the city ’s finances. 
T he stand w as taken after a careful 
and conservative perusal of th e law 
governing th e 
w a ter works. 
It was 
strongly contended by council and a 
few others, o th er local papers not ex ­ 
cepted, that the stand of the N ew s Re­ 
view was not correct. 
A decision of Sm ith 
W. 
B ennett, 
special counsel of the atto rn ey gen 
e ra l’s d ep artm en t, upheld the position 
of the N ews Review. 
Again conclusive 
evidence has been obtained th a t coun­ 
cil overstepped Its authority w hen It 
appropriated 
about 
$10,000 
of 
the 
w ater w orks fund to the o th er funds 
of the city. 
It will be recalled th at 
council w as not satlsfh-d with the ru l­ 
ing of A ttorney H enuett and requested 
Solicitor Davidson to get it verified or 
stated m ore thoroughly. 
A cting 
a c ­ 
cording to the request 
th e 
solicitor 
wrote to Joseph T. Tracy, of th e bu 
reau of inspection and supervision of 
public offices. 
Following Is the reply, 
which has settled the question, council 
accepting it as authority: 
’ in reply to your Inquiry as to tho 
disposal of th e balance rem ain in g Ut 
the credit of the w ater w orks fun I 
at the end of tho fiscal year, 
would 
■ay that we un d erstan d th e law to be 
th at said surplus over and above the 
expense of op eratin g and m ain ten an ce 
may be used by the board of public 
service In th e betterm en t of th e plant, 
and extensions ami any 
balance 
re ­ 
m aining should be turned over to the 
inking fund tru stee s to be 
applied 


on w hatever indebtedness may 
exist 
against said plant and the paym ent of 
the In terest thereon. 
“ We hold th at the revenues derived 
from any municipal w ater w orks do 
not revert to any general fund to bo 
applied to general city expenses, but 
remain to th e credit of 
th e 
w a ter 
works account to be ap propriated by 
council only for expenditures In con­ 
nection with 
th e 
operation, m ain te ­ 
nance and extension of the plant. 
"It Is proper for council to include 
In the estim ated receipts for th e e n ­ 
suing six m onths the revenues to bo 
derived from the w a ter w o rk s plant, 
but such expenditure* auth o rised by 
the board of public service 
m u st 
ne 
paid from m oneys actually In th e fund 
to the c red it of the proper ap p ro p ria ­ 
tion m ade by council In th eir sem i-an­ 
nual ordinances.” 
As a re su lt of the decision council 
will be compelled to rescind 
fo rm er 
ai tion and pass a new appropriation 
ordinance. 
Several of the funds will 
be necessarily curtained and th e 
d e­ 
p artm en ts that are now up to th eir 
limit will have to quit operation, th e re 
being no alternative. 
The hoard of public service will n o t 
likely m ake an o th e r dem and 
of tho 
city tre a s u re r for the $2,000, which it 
had decided should be turned o ver to 
th e sinking fund. 
Instead it will re­ 
main quiet until the first of the y ear 
when the sinking fund will receive ev­ 
ery penny in th e w ater w orks d e p art 
m ent not needed to operate It.

R A IL R O A D D E S T R O Y E D 


T H E F IR M 'S B U S IN E S S 
Then came tho railway from Cleve 
land to Wellsville. 
It was much de 
bated by farmers and merchants along 
the proposed route. 
Jam es Farmer 
and others wanted to run it up past 
Salineville, around the present Yellow 
Creek route, but Wellsville 
people 
worked to have It go up Little Beaver 
Creek, out through Lisbon anil Salem. 
Mr 
Wells worked determinedly to'- 
the latter route, but could not secure 
.the necessary number of votes, and at 
the meeting in Ravenna, later, his pro­ 
ject 
was defeated by just four votes. 
Mr. Wells, however, did not further 
oppose, and was elected one of the 
first directors of what is now the CV 
A I*, railway. 
When completed It end 
cd In Wellsville on Main street, Just 
at Fifth street. 
His father, William 
Wells, drove the last spike, great cere­ 
monies being attached thereto, 
A few 
months after It was continued to Bitts 
burg 
P a ssen gers before came in on 
tho railway to Wellsville and took the 
steamers for Pittsburg. 
When 
the 
railway was completed to Pittsburg. 
It killed the storage and Interior busi­ 
ness of the Wells firm 


Referring again to the earlier his­ 
tory of Wellsville, Mr Wells stated 
that his father, William Wells, laid 
out the upper end of town from Fifth 
street in 1823 
Ten years after. Just 
♦ his side of Fifth street 
where the 
city hall now stands, his father gave 
tile ground to Neff A Gwinn, who erect­ 
ed a la:se grist mill. 
They finally 


failed, and the land reverted back to 
his father. 
This grist mill was four 
stories high. 
One day when Alexander 
Wells was going from his place of 
business home to dinner, a present­ 
m ent came to him not to pass the old 
mill on the Main street side. 
He did 
not, but went around the other way. 
la ck in g hack after he had passed by 
a short distance, he saw the building 
collapse. 
Had he passed by on Main 
street he would have been killed by 
the debris. 


F O U N D A R E L IC 
O F R A R E IN T E R E S T . 


George Wells and Samuel Flowers 
during those days began excavations 
for a road to the river. 
On the river 
bank they unearthed a 
m astodon’s 
tusk. 
It was six feet five inches long 
and 20 inches In circumference at one 
end and 16 Inches at the other. 
It 
weighed 200 pounds. 
He kept It as a 
relic, but relic hunter* filmily chipped 
it off so badly until it was almost gone 
for souvenirs. Cincinnati parties want 
od the tusk, hut it was In no shape 
to forward to them, having lost its 
originality. 
Alexander Wells' present home he 
built In 1837. 
His father laid it out. 
He was married on the 13th day of 
December, 1836. to Esther Kemble, of 
Elkrun, a year before his homo was 
completed. 
All of his children, except 
bis oldest son, who now resides in 
Lisbon, were born and reared in the 
old homestead. 
They w*ere the par­ 
ents of seven boys and two daughters. 
All are married with the exception of 
the youngest, Emmett, of Wellsville. 
On Juno 3, 1904, Mr Wells will have 
reached his 96th year, and bids fair 
to see the dawn of that birthday. His 
father was 88 years old when he died, 
and his grandfather. Jam es Clark, liv­ 
ed to the ripe old ago of 103 years.

mento Is one of the most prized of all 
of Mr. W ells’ valuable collection of 
things historical. 
Another cane was presented to Mr. 
Wells bv William J. H arper and wife. 
which Is another historic gift. 
Many 
years ago, there was an acorn planted 
near where 
Upper 
Sandusky 
now 
stands. 
It grew to a beautiful oak. 
A tribe of W yandotte Indians owned 
the land In that locality. 
The M. E. 
church sent Rev. J. B. Finley, a mis­ 
sionary, among them In 1821. 
In 1824 
he built a stone church. 
The pulpit 
was partially built from this oak tree. 
Tile tribe sold its lands, but reserved 
the old M. E. church, and went to K an­ 
sas. 
Tho church became a wreck and 
from one corner of the pulpit the cane 
was made. 
In 1889 the M. E. confer­ 
ence rebuilt it. 
Mr. Wells visited the 
beautiful new structure some years af­ 
terwards. 
Still another cane which Mr. Wells 
exhibits with a good deal of pride. Is 
one given him by his youngest son, 
Emm ett II. Wells, who in touring Ire­ 
land secured the wood from a bog oak. 
It is handsomely carved and polished,

T H E F I R M ’S B U S I N E S S 


Then cam e the railway from Cleve 
land to Wellsville. 
It was much de 
bated by fanners and merchants along 
the proposed route. 
James Farmer 
and others wanted to run it up past 
Salineville, around the present Yellow 
Creek route, but 
W ellsville 
people 
worked to have it go up Little Beaver 
Creek, out through Lisbon and Salem. 
Mr. 
Wells worked determinedly fiv 
the latter route, but could not secure 
the necessary number of votes, and at 
the m eeting in Ravenna, later, his pro­ 
ject 
was defeated by just four votes. 
Mr. Wells, however, did not further 
oppose, and was elected one of the 
first directors of what is now Hie C. 
<fr I*, railway. 
When completed it end­ 
ed in W ellsville on Main street, Just 
at Fifth street. 
His father, William 
Wells, drove the last spike, great cere­ 
monies being attached thereto. 
A few 
months after it was continued to Pitts 
burg 
Passengers before came in on 
the railway to W ellsville and took the 
steamers for Pittsburg. 
When 
the 
railway was completed to Pittsburg.1 
it killed the storage and interior busi­ 
ness of the Wells firm. 


Referring again to the earlier his­ 
tory of Wellsville, Mr 
Wells stated 
that his father. William Wells, laid 
out the upper end of town from Fifth 
street in 1823. 
Ten years after, just 
this side of Fifth street, where the 
city hall now stands, his father gave 
the ground to Neff & Gwinn, who erect 
cd a la: s e grist mill. 
They finally 


failed, and the land reverted back to 
his father. 
This grist mill was four 
stories high. 
One day when Alexander 
Wells was going from his place of 
business home to dinner, a present 
ment cam e to him not to pass the old 
mill on tho Main street side. 
He did 
not, hut went around the other way 
Looking hack after he had passed by 
a short distance, he saw the building 
collapse. 
Had he passed by on Main 
street he would have been killed by 
the debris.

George W ells and Samuel Flowers 
during those days bogan excavations 
for a road to the river. 
On the river 
bank they unearthed a 
mastodon’s 
tusk. 
It was six feet five inches long 
and 20 inches In circumference at one 
end and 16 Inches at the other. 
It 
weighed 200 pounds. 
He kept it as a 
relic, hut relic hunters finally chipped 
it off so badly until it was almost gone 
for souvenirs. Cincinnati parties want­ 
ed the tusk, but it was in no shape 
to forward to them. having lost, its 
originality. 
, 
Alexander Wells' present hom e he 
built in 1837. 
His father laid it out. 
He was married on the 13th day of 
December, 1830, to Esther Kemble, of 
Elkrun, a year before his home was 
completed. 
All of his children, except 
his oldest son, who nowr resides in 
Lisbon, were horn and reared in the 
old homestead. 
They wrere the par­ 
ents of seven boys and two daughters. 
All are married with tho exception of 
the youngest, Emmett, of Wellsville. 
On June 8, 1904, Mr. Wells will have 
reached his 96th year, and bids fair 
to see the dawn of that birthday. His 
father w as 88 years old when he died, 
and his grandfather, James Clark, liv­ 
ed to the ripe old ago of 103 years.

erans are now discussing plans 
to 
erect a monument to the brave boys 
in blue that forfeited their lives in that 
historic charge. 
Lieut. W ells was one of the first vol­ 
unteers from Wellsville to enter the 
service, and served throughout the 
civil war. 
Coming home, 
he 
died 
shortly after his arrival, and the mo­ 
mento is one of the most prized of all 
of Mr. W ells’ valuable collection of 
things historical. 


Another cane was presented to Mr. 
Wells by William J. Harper and wife, 
which is another historic gift. 
Many 
years ago, there was an acorn planted 
near where 
Upper 
Sandusky 
now 
stands, 
it grew to a beautiful oak. 
A tribe of Wyandotte Indians owned 
tho land in that locality. 
The M. E 
church sent Rev. J. B. Finley, a mis­ 
sionary, among them in 1821. 
In 1824 
he built a stone church. 
The pulpit 
was partially built from this oak tree. 
The tribe sold its lands, but reserved 
the old M. E. church, and w ent to Kan­ 
sas. 
The church became a wreck and 
from one corner of the pulpit the cane 
was made. 
In 1889 the M. E. confer 
oner rebuilt it. 
Mr. Wells visited the 
beautiful new structure som e years af­ 
terwards. 
Still another cane which Mr. Wells 
exhibits with a good deal of pride, is 
one given him by his youngest son, 
Em m ett IL Wells, who in touring Ire­ 
land secured the wood from a hog oak. 
It is handsomely carved and polished, 
and will be preserved for many years.

Statem ent Regarding Bond Operations 
of Steel Corporation. 
New York, Nov. 20.—Judge E. H. 
Gary. chairman of the board of direc­ 
tors of the United States Steel corpor 
ation. gave out a statement in regard 
to the syndicate contract for the con­ 
version of steel preferred stock iuto 
second mortgage 5 per cont bond*, 
stating that no further conversion of 
preferred stock beyond the amount of 
$150,000,000, practically the amount 
already converted, would be made and 
that the syndicate contract would be 
terminated at. this figure. 
Already 
$146,388,500 worth of bonds have been 
issued in exchange for stock. 
Denial was made by a high official 
of tho report that a new syndicate wts 
to he formed to take over the United 
States Steel corporation’s bond opera­ 
tions. 
The existing synd'cste will 
continue until it expires by limitation 
in July, 1904. The syndicate it is ex­ 
plained, has simply released to the 
United S tites Steel co*-norntlon t h e 
$150 000 000 worth of bonds referred

mattress, upon which the passengers

This was 
our Thanksgiving breakfast, tortillas 
and frijoles, the latter tieing beans 
fried in fat and the former just plain 
everyday flapjacks. We had no k n i v e s 
save our hunting knives and no forks 
or spoons, but we rolled iii) the thin 
tortillas into scoops, with which we 
ladled in the beans, witli another tor­ 
tilla as a plate, and after tile beaus 
were gone devoured both plate and 
spoon as well. So, there being no dish­ 
es to wash, the two women saddled 
our horses for us when the repast was 
over, saw to it that the girths were 
tight and tile riatas coiled on the pom­ 
mels and then gave us “adios” with 
much grace. 
Four Maya Indians tramped the trail 
ahead of us and led the way through 
the logwood forests, where we wound 
between the crooked trees and among 
immense ant hills big as houses. Each 
Indian was naked to the waist, wear­ 
ing nothing but a pair of pantaloons 
cut short at the knee, and in the hollow 
of Ids left arm carrying a wicked look* 
lug machete. 
When well Into the for­ 
est they spread out like a great fan, 
ranging for turkeys, nnd not an hour 
passed before the consul and myself 
each had a shot, and each brought 
down a plump gobbler with plumage 
of golden bronze shilling like the sun. 
When at last we reached the palm 
thatched hut on the coast where we 
were to pnss the night each of us had 
three fine turkeys at his saddlebow, 
and the consul carried behind him u 
venado, or native deer, which he had 
shot on the jump as it plunged lie­ 
nee th the logwoods.

'l’lie United States consul in .Merida, 
tile capital of Yucatan, promised me 
that if I would lie over another steam ­ 
er instead of proceeding directly to 
Vera Cruz and the City of Mexico lie 
would 
celebrate 
Thanksgiving 
day, 
which fell due in tile interval, in ti fif­ 
ing and appropriate manner. He would 
not tell me exactly how lie intended to 
do it, but I knew bim well enough to 
feel assured of something novel in 
store and so postponed the trip to Vera 
’ruz and placed myself unreservedly 
in Ills hands. 
“Shows you've got sense," said lie 
approvingly, "to trust me for tho time 
icing. 
Now. as a great and ju s t re­ 
ward I’m going to give you the time of 
your life.

played on the guitar and sang to the 
popular tune of the "Toro.” This was 
our T hanksgiving breakfast, tortillas 
and frijoles, the Intter being beans 
fried in fat and the form er ju s t plain 
everyday flapjacks. W e had no k n i v e s 
save our hunting knives an d no forks 
or spoons, but we rolled up the thin 
tortillas Into scoops, with which we 
ladled In the beans, w ith another to r­ 
tilla as a plate, ami a fte r the beans 
w ere gone devoured both plate and 
spoon as well. So, there being no ensil­ 
es to wash, the two women saddled 
our horses for us when the repast w as 
over, saw to it th at the girths w ere 
tig h t and tile riatas coiled on the pom ­ 
mels and then gave us “adios" w ith 
m uch grace. 
F o u r Maya Indians tram ped the trail 
ahead of us and led the w ay through 
th e logwood forests, where w e wound 
betw een the crooked trees and am ong 
im m ense ant hills big as houses. 
Each 
Indian w as naked to the waist, w e a r­ 
ing nothing but a pair of pantaloons 
cu t short a t the knee, and in the hollow 
of his left arm carrying a wicked look­ 
ing machete. 
W hen well Into the for­ 
est they spread out like a g re at fan, 
ranging for turkeys, and not an hour 
passed before the consul and myself 
each had a shot, and each brought 
dow n a plump gobbler w ith plum age 
of golden bronze shining like the sun. 
W hen a t last we reached the palm 
thatched hut on the coast w here we 
were to pass the night each of us had 
three fine turkeys at his saddlebow, 
and the consul carried behind him a 
venado, or native deer, which he had 
shot on the jum p as it plunged be­ 
neath the logwoods. 
The cam p w as 
reached late in the afternoon, but our 
four Indians w ent to work w ith such 
energy th a t by sunset they had our 
table spread with the viands smoking 
hot. 
It w as set near the beach beneath 
the golden rooftrees of the cocoa palms, 
w here a cool breeze tempered the heat 
of this tropic region aud banished the 
mosquitoes. 
As our friend 
had 
promised, our 
Thanksgiving 
dinner 
comprised 
the 
golden turkeys, two of them adorning 
c u r table, their beads neatly tucked 
beneath their wings, and which, stuff­ 
ed with bread nuts and acajou, were 
more delicious to the taste th an tongue 
can tell. 
Then w e had venison, with 
guava jelly; faisau, or native quail; 
two kinds of fish peculiar to the coast 
of Y ucatan; such fruits as the mango, 
orange, pineapple, and vegetables like 
the yam, eddoe and sweet potato.
